A POET'S MOAUMENT. 

An event of more international interest 
than importance, which recently occurred 
in Italy, has attracted less attention on 
this side of the ocean than it really de- 
serves—at least from a literary point of 
view. On Sunday, Sept. 30, the beach 
which fringes the small seaside town of 
Viareggio witnessed the dedieation, with 
simple yet appropriate service, of a me- 
morial to Percy Bysshe Shelley, who, as 
the inscription states, was ‘‘in 1822 
drowned in the sea and consumed by fire 
‘oh this shore. A substantial foundation 


af heavy stone supports a marble pedestal, 


of tasteful design, upon which stands a 
life-size bust ot the poet, done by Sig. 
Urbano Lucchesi, an Italian artist of high 
repute. On the lower purt of the pedestalis 
carved a book, Prometeo; or, as it is 
known in English, tt Prometheus Uh- 
bound’’—that triumphant song of liberty 
in which, as the inseription rightly says, } 
‘every generation has its token of 
struggles, teats and redemption.”’ It is 
péculiafly fitting that this memorial on 
Italian soil to one who loved it batter than 
his own, and loved liberty better than. 
either, should have been suggested and 
executed entirely. by Italians—sons and 
éitizens of that free and united Italy white 
was Shelléy’s fondést dream,and which be 
did not live to see realized. The names of

THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 

The House of Lords, or Peers, consists of 
the whole peerage of England and of cer- 
tain chosen representatives of the peerages 
of Scotland and Ireland; but in addition to 


peers who also have English titles are 
thereby eligible to seats in the upper 
nousé. For instance, the Duke ol Buo- 
cleuch sits a’ the Earl of Doncaster and 
the Duke of Leinster as Viscount Leinster. 

According to the latest edition of Whit- 
aker, the present. House of Lords—exclu- 
sive of twelve minors and one {Baron 
whose claim is not yet established—is com- 
posed of 5 Princes of the Blood, 2 Arch- 
bishups, 21 Dukes, 22 Marquises, 115 Earls, 
25 Viscounts, 24 Bishops, 304 Barons, 16 
Soottish representative peers elected for 
each Parliament, and 28 Irish representa- 
tive peera elected for life (two Irish rep- 
resentative peerd are also included in the 
English peerage), in all 560 members. The 
oldest title is that of the Earl of Arundel, 
conferred in 1156; the latest Baron Bowen, 
1888. 

The House of Lords has had a recognized 
existence for at least six hundred years, 
and probably more. For much of that 


long petiod it was the dominant member 


of the parliamentary firm, and even since 
the balance of power has been perma- 
nently transferred to the House of Com- 
mors it hes @xercised 4 great and often 
controlling influence upon national legis- 
lation. Since the passége of the reform 
bill of 1882—the beginning of the political 
England of to-day—thé House of Lords 
has been rightly regarded, by both friends 
and toes, as the only remaining bulwark 
against the advancing tide of liberalism; 
and now that Mberalism has become, ar 
all practical purposes, democracy, and its 
| tide is steadily rising, the position of the 
House of Lords is still more essential to 
the maintenance intact of existing insti- 
tutions, Therefore, when the Prime Min- 
} ister of England—bimself a peer—declares 
in an official speech that the time 
nas come to either ebolish or rad- 
jeally reconstruct the House of Lords, 
tine event’ fs one of tremendous 
and far-reaching significance. - Certainly 
no event of greater significance has oo- 
curred in Angland since the right di- 
vine“ of her kings wis formally répudi- 
j ated by the expulsion of James II., and 
the right of Parliament to make and un-

Thereis nothing more immoral to 
their minds than young people arranging 
their own matrimonial affairs; and when 
this ts done in opposition to parental 
wishes, as is thé case in nine-tenths of our 
society novels—it is positively shocking, 
while the compliments, endeerments and 
innocent caresses Which enlivén Our most 
proper stories aré to them fm, 
indecent. —_.

CHARITY LISKED WITH COURAGE, 


Japan Tells the army Even the Body ofa 
Dead Inemv Should Be Respected. 

The following notification to the Japanese 
Army was issued Sept. 22 by the Minister. of 
War: | 

Belligerent operations being properly con 
fined tothe military and naval forces acta- 
ally engaged and there being no reason 
whatever for enmity between individuals 
because their countries are at war, the com- 
mon principles of hamanity dictate that 
succor and rescue should be extended even 
to those of theg@nemy’s forces who are dis- 
abled either by Wounds or disease, 

In obedience to these principles civilized 
nations in time of peace enter into conven- 
tions to mutually assist disabled persons in 
time of war without distinction o friend er 
foe. This humane union is called the Geneva 
Convention, of more commonly Called the 
Red Cross agsociation. Japan became a 
party to it in June, 1986, and her soldiers 
have already been instructed that they are 
bound to treat with kindness and helpfulness 
such of their enemies as may be disabled by 
wounds or disease.

burying its wires. The sult will likewise set- 
tle the question as to whether the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. has the right to construct 
a conduit to ledse to other electric light and 
power companies. 1 ae 

As Was published at the time, some three 
or four days ago, the Laclede Gas Light Co. 
begen to dig a hole at the corner of 
Broadway and Mound street. Police ot- 
nelals asked the men what they were 
doing and by whose authority they 
were doing it. The repiy was that the La- 
clede Gas-Light Co. was beginniug excava- 
tions fora subway conduit, and as authority 
the charter of that company was submitted, 
Ibs work was ordered stopped on the ground 
that the charter of the company 18 invalid. 
It is not generally supposed that 7 Laclede 
Gas-Light Co. had any intention of du 
condult at once, but that it took this method 
of bringing the matter into court, although 
Manager Ross of that company says the 
work begun was bona fide. ' 

THE LACLEDE’# CLAIMS. 

The claims of the Laclede Gas-Light Co. are 
wellknown. It insists that its franchise 
granted it by the State Legislature away 
back in 1857 before St. Louis’ Scheme and 
Oharter went into effect is valid. By this 
franchise it was given the sole and perpetual 
right to sell gas, gas lights, or any substitute 
therefor, tothe City of St. Louls in all that 
portion not included in the charter of 1839. 
In that portion of the city inclu@ed in the 
corporate limits of 1839, the old St, Louis Gas- 
light Co. had the right. This fraschise also 
granted the right to lay pipes, fixtures or 
other things, in order to properly do this 
business. These other things give it the 
right, it is claimed, to build a conduit. 

In 1868, the courts having decided that the 
*-sole’’ right to conduct any line of business 
could not be given toacorporation by any 
franchise, the franchise was amended and 
the words sole and exclasive’’ stricken 
out. At the same time another clause 
was added which gave the company 


the right to sell or lease any of its rights er 

vileges. This would give it the right it it 

t a conduit to lease it to whoever it saw 
mit. This is the main point to which thefcity 
objects, but when the case comes up all 
points will be touched upon. City 
Counselor Marshall believes the franchise 
invalid because he claims at the time it was 
amended by the Legislature, the Legis- 
lature had been deprived of the power to so 
amend or to grant any further privileges. 
It is his opinion that the work was ordered 
stopped antii the courts couid decide it.

CROWDS IN ALARM. 


The Consternation That Is Caused by 
the Diser- tionary Pool. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 8.—The fatlure of 
George Irwin & Co., the extensive discre- 
tiomary pool operators, has spread eonster- 
nation among the depositors. The officers of 
the firm were Desiezed all day with an 
anxious crowd of investors clamoring for 
their money, but there was nobody to hear 
their complaints except the clerks, who left 
the offices early. It is thought that the es- 
timate of $2,000,000 as the amount on 
deposit with Irwin is a great exaggera- 
tion, but a conservative estimate would 


piace it at $800,000. Neaaly $200,000 was paid 
out during the run on the firm, over $150,000 
was lost in tke forced sale ‘of wheat, and 
nearly $100,000 was lost in bucket shops at the 
same time. Irwin usually bought the short 
side of wheat until recently, when he bought 
extensively. He * great plunger, and 
often sold 600,000 to 1,000,000 bushels at a 
time. He was considered a phenomenal 
trader, witha nerve tnat extended to reck- 
lessness. As a member of the Chicago 
Board of Trade, he won and lost 
several fortunes, He came to Pittsburg 
broken down in health and fnances and 
opened a brokerage business. He drifted 
into co-operative speculation and fortwo 
years held the field alone, But last May 
mushroom pools began to spring up until 
there was 1 me in operation here. The 
operators of the other pools are greatly de- 
AN by Irwin’s failure, and the fact that 
the Chamber of Commerce has taken steps 
towards prosecating all the pool operators. 

The police aré working with the Chamber of 
Commerce and are ready to actas soon as 
informations are made. Search warrants 
will be issued and the places raided. 

The collapse of Irwin will cause much sut- 
fering in every section of the city, partica- 
larly on the South side. Many of the strixing 
flint glassworkers of the United States Glass 
Co. had a few ag te dolla 
invested to win.

cising that gift. The pleasure is akin to the

During this past week I dropped ia on 
Hunt Wilson again and we sat down in his 
paint-shop, which has war pictures hung all 
along the walls, and smoked together in 
exceeding peace and comfort. And, while 
we were smoking, he told me another story, 
the story of how Roek Champion and Lieut. 
Barlow, with one gun and sixty infantry y- 
men, held off 400 Kansas ‘‘Jayhawkers’’ for 
half a day in the high grass of Cowskin 
Prairie, 


It was in June, 1861, said Hunt Wilson, 
shortly after Guiocr and Barlew met up 
with Price and Jackson and took charge of 
the four six-pouoders from Liberty Arsenal, 
of which Capt. Guibortold you last week. 
These four guns constituted Gulibor’s Bat - 
tery, as it was frat organized, but the bat - 
tery was afterward increased to six guns. 

At the Deginning of the trouble in Missouri, 
before actual hostilities had opened, a stray 
cannon and some powderin kegs had been 
safely stowed away down in Southwest Mis- 
souri, with the idea that they might come in 
useful should war be declared. Well, the 
time came when Gen. Price wanted both the 
powder and the gun, anda little expedition 
was sent to sn atch them away from the bor- 
der line and bring them safely back to Price’s 
army. 
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Lieut. Barlow Sprang at Onée on the Calsson.“ 


Mix- pound brass gun whieh had a large pro- 
portion of silver in its composition, a piece 
of field ordnance captured from Santa Anna 
Guring the Mexican War. The result of this 
generous mingiiag of preeiousjmetals with 
Drass was that as far as the sound of 
Guibor’s battery in action could be 
heard, one eould distinguish the aristocratic 
ring of Sergt. Hunt Wilson’s guns, mellow and 
Sweet as a bell. Hunt named the silver- 
toned cannon after his sweetheart and even 
mow he recalis with exceeding pride how 
~ golden-clear that one piece would shine oa 
Gress parade, the delle of the battery.’’ 
Also, owing to a slight variance from the 
standard preponderance of such guns, this 
one when fred hada knack of dipping down 
on its trunnions and then swaying gracefully 
‘Dack to its proper position on the gun car- 
Fiage. For this reason the piece was known 
sometimes as Old Politeness, because it 
invariably bowed to the enemy after 
Sach fire. Bat all this has nothing te 
Go with the present story, save 
that it may help to show why Guibor’s men 


This expedition consisted of about sixty of 
Kelly’s infantrymen and one gun detaeh- 
ment from Guibor’s newly organized bat- 
tery. The infantry and the expedition were 
under the commaad of Rock Champion of st. 
Louis and the gun detachment was officered 
by Lieut. Wm. P. Barlow, also of St. Louis, 
who joined Price at the same time as had 
Oapt. Guibor. 

Never was there a happier lot of darederils 
sent out om independent service. Barlow 
them was about 24 years old, a born artillery- 
man, fearless and eager for chances to dis- 


tinguish himself. Rock Champion was about 


26 years of age, handsome, dashing and game 
to the core. His chosen arm of the service 
was the cavalry, in which he rose to the rank 
of Colonel, Barlow reaching that of Major of 
Artillery, and both were sworn comrades. 
Champion’s one great hero was Murat, Na- 
poleon Ronaparte’s favorite cavalry lea der, 
and I remember now as though it were only 
yesterday how Rock was always talking 
about Muratand that dashing Frenchman’s 
Geeds in the Napoleonic wars.

At this command the gun was unlimbered, 
the muszie brought around 180 degrees, the

Now, here is what Lieut. Barlow had seen 
as she stood erect on the caisson chest. Al- 
most due south of us, and coming in our: di- 
rection, there was a long line of cavalrymen 
in blue uniform. Their figures were just visi- 
ble above the high grassof the prairie, and 
Barlow estimated there were 400 of them in 
all. Being so close to the border line of Kan- 
sas and Missouri he knew they were Kansas 
Jayhawkers, duly enlisted in tne Union 
army, and he knew, furthermore, that we 
were in for a fight, as the two columnas,were 
bound to meet. Itisdoubtfulif up to that 
time they had seen us or knew anything of 
our being ia the neighborhood. 

Load with scrap shot, Barlow instract- 
ed his gunners. We'll give em that for the 
first shot.“ 

The advaneing body was well within 
range—close range—of the gun. Its officers 
had caught sight of Barlow towering above 
the Indian grass and pointingin their dliree- 
tion,and there were indications that the

Kansans were gathering foracharge. They 
could have no. idea, however, of what force 
we might have, as they could not see us, nor, 
for that’ matter, could any of us except 
Lieut. Barlow see them. The grass was Ike 
a jungle. 

With a few motions of his hand Barlow 
directed the gunners until the piece bore full 
on the distant cavalry end kad what he con- 
sidered the proper elevation, Then he gave 
the command: 

**Ready—fire!’’ 

The scrap-skot went howling through the 
grass and then above it and then full into 
the ranks of the enemy. Arthlery fire was a 
surprise to them, but in another moment 
after the shot had erashed into them they 
had reformed in along line, fired one volley 
at the spot im the prairie where they saw 
Barlow and the smoke of our gun and then 
charged down on us. 

Load with solid shot!“ cried Lieut. Bar- 
low fromthe caisson chest. **Ready—Fire! 
Champion, let your men give em a volley!“ 

The ring of the discharge from the minie- 
rifles of Rock Champion’s Irishmen was the 
response to this.

Bat allthis is what I took in during the 
whole of the fight. As that first 
solid shot and volley from the infantry was 
fired, 8 direction of the 88 
first charge, Barlow leaned down from his 
position and called out to his Sergeant: 

**We’ve only got a few charges of canister. 
Don't use them until I give the order for 
their use. If we can’t keep em off with selid 
shot I'll give the order for the canister when 
I see they are bound to come down on us 
and wecan get in at least three rounds of 
Canister before they reach the gun. 

The next moment came another volley 
from the Kaiisans, who charged within 
range, and it was answered by another solid 
shot from our gun and a volley from Cham- 

laon's men. This time one of our oxen was 

med and a gunner Aly wounded by the 
3 fire. And let me tell you a remark- 
able thing right here. Between the volleys 
Auring this fight our oor grazed at the road- 
side hind us as placidiy as though they 
were in some peaceful meadow 100 miles 
away from the sound of ring. 

Lieut. Barlow’s instructions about the use 
of canister indicated how desperate our pusi- 
tion was. Iftheenemy had been aware of 
our real strength—or, rather, out real weak 
hess—they could Bave charged down and 
over us, capturing the whole command. 
Four hundred cavairymen opposed to sixty 
lnfantrymen and a gus detaehmeat of nine 
cannoneers is big odds, too big for success- 
ful resistance as an ordinary rule. But it 
was here that the In@lan grass helped up, 
as, of course, the enemy could not see how 
small a body we werd, 

The third attack revealed a change of tac- 
tics on the part of the Kansans. They began 
the Bedouin maseuver of riding around us in 
a semi-circle, their direction tending from 
south to east. They fired as they rode, and 
to meet their: change of direction our gun 
was turned Dy degrees, the formation of 
Champion's company on our left changing ia 
accordance and all movements being di- 
rected by Lieut. Barlow from the top of the 
caisson chest, 

This new trick did not de the Jayhawkers 
mueh good. As they swept along the prairie 
to the eastward, fring as they rode, Barlow 
managed torake them several times with 
solid shot from the eannon, and the minie- 
balls from Rock Champion's infaatry rifles 
also did some execution. The only damage 
to our side was the Killing of another ox. 
Lieut. Barlow’s clothing was pierced in sev- 
eral places by bullets from the Sharpe’s 
rifles of the Kansans, but, remarkableto re- 
late, he was not once wounded. Throughout 
the many advances made by the enemy, and 
during the heaviest firing, be never left his 
post on the caisson ehest. It was absolutely 
necessary for some one to occupy that point 
of vantage, as otherwise we couid have had 
no knowledge of the enemy’s movements, 
and Lieut. Barlow remained there all 
through the fignt. 

It was a little amusing to watch Rock 
Champion with hisIrishmen. You must re- 
member that thig was atthe very beginning 
of the war and no one had as yet seen much 
service. Well, whenarank of men on foot 
iskept firing pretty steadily it isa natural 
thing, if they are not Veteran, for them to 
lose a little ground after each fire. That 
Champion’s men, or Kelly's rather, for 
Champion was by right a cavalryman, were 
brave there was no doubt. They proved their 
courage in every fight they went into. But 
in this little skirmish they were untried men, 
and some of them were unconsciously losing 
ground — the action, So Rock Cham 
pion amused himself going up and down the 
line all duriag the fight, and whenever he 
ea me to one of iis men who had fallen back 
a pace or two, Rock Would expostulate with 
that man in no gentle terms and force him 
to the front again. In this way he kept the 
line dressed ali ri „ Dusit was funny to 
near the argumen® he had with some of 
them while he was dotie it, 

Aftera time the Kaas seemed to have 
tired of trying to force us from our position, 
and contented themselves with remaining at 
long rangeand keeping up a dropping fre. 
Their guns were of longer range than those 
of our infantry, but we sent a solid shot over 
to them now and then, and so kept them 
fresbly reminded of the fact that the artil- 
lery Was still in good working order, 

But several hours had now elupsed. It was 
noon ofa pretty warm day, and the Jay- 
hawkers made no sign of leaving the field. 
lt was impossible for us to escape on the 
march, as, with the gun, caisson and powder 
wagons drawn dy Oxenandall the men on 
foot, we would have been at the mercy of aur 
mounted enemy. Tbe situation promised to 
grow eaibarrassing, even although we were 
lucky im saving ourselves from capture as it 
was. 

Shortly after noon Barlow suddenly ealled 
out from the calsson- chest: 

** by George, Rock! I Delleve they are going 
to leave us! 

Me stood 
this, watching the enemy intentiy.. Then he 
cried again: 

es, sir, they're moving off! And they 
seem to be in a pretty big hurry, too!“ 

A cheer went up from our men at this, but 
it had no effect in stopping the Feds. Barlow 
still stood on the eaisson-chest watching 
them and keeping us posted of thelr move- 
mente. Then, just as he was about to spring 
to tue ground, ne chanced to turn until he 
faced tothe southwest. The minute he did 
this there Came a yell from him, 

here's a body of cavalry coming towards 
us from down there, They’re some of Price’s 
men, boys! The Feds have seen them and 
that’s why they drew off,’’ 

The little skirmish in the high grass of 
Cowskin Prarie wasatan end. Barlow was 
right; the advaneing cavairy were some of 
Price’s men; a party of Rains’ command. 
They made no attempt to follow the Jay- 
hawkers, who by that time were far ahead 
on the prairie making for the Kansas line, 
but came straight to us. la a few moments 
more our gun was Umbered up, the oxen 
were barnessed and once more we 
began the marco to the  South- 
west to join Price. Wwe reached his 
army without further adventure, in good 
time to take partinthe Dattle of Carthage. 
And, as was only natural, we felt rather 
proud for some time of our little feat Of hav- 
ing stood off 400 of the enemy’s cavairy with 
one gun, nine cannoneers ang Inf 
men for three hours inan open.

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How to Live Rightly te Develop the 
Physical Body and Make It Subser- 
vient te the Spirit Considered in the 
Pedegory Section—Ethics of Greek 
Tragedy. 8 


The sections ot Pedagogic Society for the’ 
study of psychology, 3 ethies, his- 
tory, science and art, Held their third meet- 
ing in the class rooms of the High School yes- 
terday morning. The attendance showed a 
still further increase and the interest man- 
fested was even greater than before, The 
Section of Psychology, Supt. E. H. Long 
leader, continued their study of W. T. Har- 
ris’ Introduction to Philosophy. which 
they began last week. In the Section of Peda- 
gogy, the remarks of Mr. F. E. Cook, leader, 
were, in substance, as follows: He heid that 
physical health and well-being, or the art of 
living rightly, depended upon a correct 
knowledge of the process or life, which he 
described as a ceaseless changing of the or- 
ganic into the inorganic and the reverse, a 
bullding up and destruction of tissue, an 
endiess assimilation and elimination of 
nourishment, a change which is iliustrated 
in the inhalation and exhalation of breath- 
ing, in sleeping and waking, etc. This pro- 
cess is characteristic not Oaly of the organ- 
ism asa whole, butof all its parts—every 
cell has its history. Health les in 
action, but each period of aetivity. 
mum be succeeded by a correspond - 
ing period of rest. Prolonged activity, 
without rest sufficient forthe return of the 
vital forces to their normal state, produces 
fatigue, prolonged rest brings weakness, 
just as food, both in quality and quaatity, 
beyond the powesrto assimilate, becomes a 
deadly poison, Inthe powerto observe the 
antagonisms of the various ergans and the 
proper periods of their action and reaction, 
lies the secret of perennial renewal of life. 

The leader next considered two varieties of 
physical culture, dietetics orthe art of the 
normal repair of the organism, and gymnas- 
tics, the art of the normal development of 
the muscular system. He spoke 
of the moral as well as the 
hygienic importance of cleanliness of 
person, and wholesomeness of surroundings. 
He held that the fundamental idea of gym- 
nastic training was, that the spirit should 
rule the body and make it the pliant servant 
of the will, Harmonious development was 
the ideal, giris should mot be trained into 
amazons, nor boys, into athletes or acrobats, 
but strength and adroltness suculd result 
only in confident skill as their goal, 

Tue form ef gymnastics adopted Dy a peo- 
ple defunded largely upon their natural 
mode of defense. 

The invention of engines of destruction to 
take the place of physical force, and the 
division of labor, tended to make life more 
and more sedentary, which fact increased 
the necessity for gymnastics, especially in 
cities. 

After speaking of the fundamental arm, 
foot and body movements (lifting, swinging, 
throwing: walaing, running, leaping; swin- 
ming, riding and combat), the lecturer paid 
an especial tribute to dancing, rowing and 
and ball as favorite forms of exercise, and 
concluded by contrasting the Liag or Swed- 
ish system of gymuastics. with its quick, 
straight movements, and the Deisarte exer- 
cises with their graceful curves, and by ad- 
voeating the judictous combination of these 
as likely to secure the best results. 

ETHICAL STUDIX£S. 

„The Ethics of Greek Tragedy, was the 
subject of the ethical section, and, after 
indfgating the significance of the myths 
leading up tothe situations involved ia the 
three tragedies of Eschylus, which deal with 
the House of Atreus, Mr. Wm. M. Bryant 
traced the thread of ethical significance run- 
ning through the series. In the Agamemnon 
there is wrong on both sides and each comes 
to illustrate the principle that, as by decree 
of Fate, the wrong-doer must ever“ bear the 
the wrong he did,’’ a principle whicn 
Eschylus himself describes as a ‘‘thrice- 
ancient saying of a fa:-off time. 

in the Libation Pourers the son, whois 
the unwritten law of universal ethical con- 
Viction the proper avenger of his father’s 
death, finds himself in this tragical situa- 
tion, that he must disregard this law or, in 
fulfilling it, become the slayer of his own 
mother. At the bidding of Apollo, god of in- 
tellectual and moral enlightenment, he 
obeys the law. 

Aud yet the Erinnyes or Avenging Furies 
must pursue bim as being cullty of matri- 
cide. ‘through this guiaance of Apollo he 
appeals at lengtn to Athene, goddess of 
practical wisdom, to judge his ease. The 
soluiion is the development of a court of 
justice, with men as the judges, to 
try nis case. tiood-feud, the cruvest aad 
rudest form of justice, is transeendea and 
rendered forever after unnecessary (and 
hence criminal) through the unfolding of 
institutional forms. Selected individuals 
representing the ethical consciousness of the 
community (whatever of divinity is already 
realized in humanity) shail henceforth ad- 
judge and administer the punisument in 
every case of crime, and the tragedy of 
Orestes need never again repeat itself. The 
subject oi Mr. Bryant's next lecture Will be 
**Kthical Significaace of the Greek Games 
and of Greek Art. 

THE SECTION OF HISTORY. 

Mr. Geo. E. Seymour, the leader of the 
section of history, said that it is said by 
those scholars who have made the subject a 
matter of critieal study that our ancestors, 
the Teutons, who conquered Britain and 


made it England some fourteen centuries 
ago, were a t, in the matter of inteill- 
gence and moral character, in the matter of 
socialand industrial progress, on the same 
plane as the best typeof American Indian, 
‘the transformation of these barbarians into 
the civilized maa and woman of to-day bas 
been the work of these Centuries. 

The strong band of tne great leader and 
tue imperative voles of the law have been 
the chief forces in effecting this change. 

A strong sense of right and wrong has 
become a conviction under tue re of 
necessity and the restraint of authority, 
guided and ins by religion and educa- 
tion. Indestriai interests have served a 
more important function ia stimulating, d1- 
recti and in determining the general 
character of this advancement than many 
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. The ssed

SCIENCE SECTION, 

Increased attendance cempelled the Sei- 
ence Section to meet in a larger room. Forty 
members were present at the first meeting, 
in October, and seventy at the second. This 


indicates a rapid growth of interest in 
science teaching. 


The leader, Mr. G. W. Krall, urged the 
teachers to procure suitable books as aids, 


but more especially to observe the changes 
in OUt-door life, dueto the changes of the 
Ssesaons, Books are guides, but the eye 
must be taught to see andthe mind to inter- 
pret the phenomena. 

An excellent list of books was given, which 
will ald teachers in preparing and present- 
ing science work. After an interesting dis- 
cussion om the November changes ia plant- 
lite and animal-life, a course of work in 
science for the frst year of the first primary 
— uo outlined. 

ne leader was enthusiastic in ding 
that real objects be placed vetote the 
primary pupiis. The disease of beokishness 
»ein time. Keepthechild in touch 
wiih the outer world. the nervous dyspepsia 
of sel.-consciousness and introspection will 
dry up their lives soon enouch. 

A sub-i raneh of the science section, stuay- 
ing sSinmipie physical experiments for gram- 
mar schools, meets every .onday afternoon 
at the Manual Training School, Over forty 
earnest workers are in this sub-section. The 
study of physics is gaining a piace in the 
common schools. 


ART SECTION. 

In his talk upon the Hellenistic and Reman 
periods of Greek art history in Art section 
(a) Mr, Wm, Schuyler described the change 
which came over the life of Greece after the 


battle of Cheroneia. B. C. 338. Though most 
of the old republics and some of the dem- 
ocracies continued to exist for the next two 
centur.es, yet they were overshadowed by 
the great Monarchies which sprang up from 
the ruins Of Alexander's conquests. In 
nearly every case they were more or less 
dependent upor one or the other of these 
Kingdoms. Ins only exceptions were a few 
leagues, of which the commercial federation 
of Rhodes was the most prvsperous, 
and it was at Rhodes that the 
chief work of later Greek art was done. In 
the Kbodian school the artists were traired 
who created great works like the Laocoos, 
the Apollo Belvidere,’’ the ‘*‘Dirce’’ and 
the scelptures at Pergamum, the capital of 
one of the Alexandrian Kingdoms, Most 
noted of these is the famous Dying Gala- 
tian,’’ commonly known as the ‘‘Dying 
Giadtator,’’ and made famous by Byron’s 
immortal limes. 

During this period the Greek mind turned 
from political channels, from the affairs of 
state, in whieh each individual citizen was 
subordinated to the city, and developed 
to the extreme their natural individualisin,. 
The Stoic philosophy of Zeno and the tiedon- 
istic pullosophy of Epicurus, both of —— 
practical methods of ordering the individua 
life in 
stances, 


Geflance of external 
were fully developed 
Athens, which became, as it 
the university and museum ok 
Hellenistic people. The constant wars 
which foilowsthe breaking up of Alexander’s 
empire gave a great uppurtunity for the 
rise of strong individuais and furnished a 
feild for the growth of intense passions and 
consequent suffering. This is well shown in 
the art works which lose the divine repose 
of the age of Phidias, and portray in what 1; 
sometimes a picturesque exagyeration 
pathetic and horrible phases of buman 
agony, reaching at times even a repuisive 
realism. ‘ihisis also the age of the great 
Greek painters, whose works were in de- 
mand by the wealthy individuals, who, as 
at the present time, desired the reputation 
of refinement and cuiture. The total loss of 
all examples of Greek palntiags, except a 
few copies at Pompeil, made by clever 
artisans, forees us to depend upon very 
inadequate,though enthusiastic, descripiive 
Mr. Schuyler then gave a brief description of 
the Roman, people, whose discipline, power 
of organization and executive ability 
brought the entire Known world under their 
sway. They were not an artistic race, con- 
tributing no new ideas, for the ‘‘areh’’ 
which marks their most characteristi- 
structures was borrowed from the neigubore 
ing Ktruscans. But they were a people 
which worked less by individual effort than 
by organized masses. It is hard to conceive 
of Cesar as separate from his legions. The 
great man among them was not a true 
individual, but rather a unt whick repre- 
sented the organized force of eountiess indi- 
viduais. Therefore there could de no art 
work’’ from such a people. Art Deing the 
highest expression of individuality, 
Nature passed through the  ailem- 
c of man. The works of the 
Romans were great engineering triumphs, 
the magnificeat roads and stately aqueducts, 
many of which endure to this day, and vulid- 
lugs Which impress uy tueir size rather than 
by their beauty and proportions, like the 
Colosseum. ‘ihe archi and dome were good 
eXampies of the Roman spirit—a great unit of 
support form by many units pressing 
toward a common center—the chief unit de- 
img the keystome—the Imperator—solding 
all together, yet powerless without the 
others. Ihe original contribution of Rome to 
the world’s history is its wondertul system of 
law—whick prevalis in most European coun- 
tries till the present day. But the Romans, 
though unable to originate great art (ke 
the modern English) were great apprecia- 
tors, and those Greeks who still nad artistic 
force found employment from the Romans, 
especially in tue line ef portrait statues. 
The Romans Ay their wide empire dis- 
tributed Greek Micure to the Western world 
only it lost more and mofe in elevation and 
purity, tl the growth of Christianity with 
its hatred of pagan deities (the chief suv- 
jects of aucient art) and the great invasions 
vi the 1eutonIic Barbarians biotted out for a 
time, inthe dark ages. the ligutof Heilas 
—a darkness which was not dissipated yntil 
the Kenalssance, the beginsings of which at 
Florence Wiilform the subject of tue next 
lecture.

In the improved car shown in the illustra- 
tion, €nges designed to be opened oni from 
the outside, by the Gepot man at the station, 
are provided for the safe and the more vaiu- 
able patcels, and the arrangement is such 
that, if the robbers succeed in entering the 
car, they will be exposed to the fire of the

A messenger was sent 
for Howard, who was found calmly smoking 
and amusing himself in watching the land- 
ing of some immigrants, Howard was a- 
formed by Commissioner Senner that 
he was a prisoner n longer, 
and that he could depart at 
once. He shook the Commissioner's hand. 
and thanked him for the manner in whieh he |} 
had been entertained Wolle & prisoner. ite | 
came to the city on the 8 o'clock boat. He 
gaia he expected to remain here a few Gays 
and inthe meantime wodld ascertain if he 
was to return to work for Mr. Morton, 
Nothing bad been sald to him by Mr. Morton 
on the sabject.

It was 
Gecided that the only way to stop the fire 

was to blow up some of the bulldings and a 
barrel of powder was rolled out. Targee was 
rolling it. In some way itexploded prema- 
turely and Targee was literally Diowsa to 
shreds. There was bardly enough of him 
found to bury. The loss by this big fire was 
$5,000,000; but it helped the city.

A 
number of idle mechanics in Beltzhoover 
who had read .and discussed Bellamy’s 
book: and kindred publications decided 
to start an association based on the 


Bellamy theory. They decided that as they 
couldn't find work, and there was little 
—future prospect for them, a co-operative 
scheme, which would supply them with 
the necessaries of life, was preferrable to 
enforced idleness and no income. The 
more they studied and talked over it the 
more enthusiastic they became. 

Among them was a Mr. White. He is a 
maker of molds for glass factories by oc- 
cupation. He owns nine building lots in 
a good location in the borough of Beltz- 
hoover. In order to give the association a 
start he agreed to sell one of these lots for 
its market value, taking in return the as- 
sociation’s certificates. e became a mem- 


ber. 

A Mr. Beckert, who owns a stone quarry 
back of Beltzhoover, also joined the as- 
sociation, and agreed to accept its certi- 
eates for whatever building stone may be 
equired. Two unemploy glass-blowers 
greed to dig the cellar on the same con- 
ditions. 

The cellar has been completed and the 
foundations have been 3 bullt by 
stonemasons who will paid in certifi- 
cates: The house is to be a six-room brick 
dwelling, and all the work done upon it 
will be by association members, paid in 
certificates. 

The materials that must be purchased 
will be bought with the money paid in by 
persons who will accept certificates in re- 
turn for their loan. It is claimed that the 
way is clear for completing the building on 
this plan. 

After its completion the building will be 
rented. A member of the association will 

robably become the tenant.The rental will 
Se the first income of the association. The 
tenant will pay an amount sufficient to 
cover the flxed charges,” which include 
taxes, fire insurance and repairs and a 
rental besides.The rental will be a com- 
paratively small sum. When the rental 
paid by the tenant amount to the ac- 
tual costs of the cdo pene he gets a life 
lease on the property for himself and 
children, but the deed for the property 
will remain vested in the association. The 
tenant will continue to pay the association 
the “fixed charges, and the association 
will out of these payments pay taxes, in- 
surance and keep up repairs. 

After the association has reached a pro- 
ductive stage, that is, after it has com- 
menced operating the industries it has in 
view, the certificates of the tenant will be 
accepted for the fixed charges. Then the 
only real cash coming into the association 
will be from outside consumers as.pay for 
its products. The certificates will be the 
only money used. Among the members all 
profits coming in from the sale of products 
and from rentals will be used in extending 
and developing the association and its en- 
terprises. 

It is understood that as soon as the first 
house is built another will be commenced 

nder exactly the same conditions, Mr. 
White agreeing to furnish the lot. As soon 
as the second house is done another 
building will be commenced. By that time 
it ds hoped that the association will have 
accumulated enough stren to start one 
of its industrial plants. at it is pro- 
posed to manufacture the members of the 
association refuse at this time to divulge. 

The certificates have no value at pres- 
ent, but if the plans of the association are 
half realized it.will soon be producing some 
thing. Then the certi tes will be good 
for their face. value in the products of 
the colony or association. For instance, 
if the colony goes into the shoe making 
business, and a member has certificates 
equivalent to $25 in money, he can demand 
and 8 to that amount at the 
net cost of manufacture.

‘*articles made ofaluminum, the bronze 
with which every clay bank abounds, can 
hardly be classed as novelties any longer,’’ 
sald a Gealer in goods made of 
that metal. The rmovelty now con- 
sists in the application. Aluminum 
ten years ago was only produced 


after an expensive and tedious scientinc 
process. It was worth as much if not more 
than sliver, and the product was so small 
that it had no commercial standing and was 
only made up into paper weigntsor fancy 
littie trifies. To-day aluminum is a thor- 
oughly estaDlished article of trade. Its 
cost tne bar or ingot is 
only one-twelfth of what 1 was 
twelve years ago, and the price will con- 
tinue to steadily decline until it is as cheap 
as tinned iron, which it will ‘ultimately sup- 
plant for a hundred uses. Every jeweiry 
and novelty store to-day carries in stock an 
endless variety of articles fur toilet, table 
and personal use which were formerly 
made of silver or silver plate, but which are 
pow made of aluminum. The prices are 
much lower than those which they supplant. 
The metal comes from Pittsburg,one concern 
near that turning out about 90 per cent of 
the output in the United States. 

The process by which cheap aiuminum is 
produced at its present price is a jealously - 
guarded secret. Experimental plants are in 
operation all over the country, and the

After | 
this transfer Missouri was governed by the 
laws of the Territory of Indiana, of whick 
Gen. William Henry Narrison, afterwards 
President and grandfather of thedate Ben- 
jamin Harrison, was then Governor. 

The Capitol of the Territory of Missouri! was 
Arst located in st. Louis, Frederick Bates | 
being the first Governor. 

he Capitol remained here until 1620, at 
Which time Missouri was admitted into the 
Union as a State. | 

Early in the year 1820, tae population of 
Missouri Territory, having grows to up- 
wards of 60,000, far above the then ratio for 
a member of Congress, anact *‘authorizing 
the inhabitants of that Territory to take the 
proper steps to form a Corstitution and 
State Government,’’ was passed and ap- 
proved by the President, James Monroe, 
Maren 6, 1820. 

According to the provisions of the act, the 
election of delegates to the convention was } 
Held throughout the Territory, on the first 
Monday, Tuesday and Wedaesday of May, 

The delegates to this convention consisted 
of representatives from the different coun- 
ties, as follows: From Howard Cousty, 6 
representatives; Montgomery County, 2; 
Cooper County, 3; Pike County, 1; Lincola 
County, 1; st. Charles County, 8; Franklin 
County, 1; St. Louis County, 8; Jefferson 
County, 1; Washington County, 3; Ste. Gene- 
vieve County, 4; Madison County, 1; Cape Gi- 
rardeau County,5; New Madrid County, 2, 
and from Wayne and Lawrence Counties, 1. 

The convention assembied at William Ben- 
nett’s Mansion House Hotel, corner of Vine 
and Third streets, on Monday, Jane 12, 1820, 
and remained in session about five weeks.

The frst session of the State Legislature

Government in operation, ected two 
United States Senators to Congress, David

the winter of 1820-21 in Washington, ufable 
to obtain their seats for the tollowitg 
reason: 
Wen Congress assembled at Washington 
in December, 1820, the Constitution of tlie 
New state Of Missourl was submitted for its 
approval; it took the usual course and was 
submitted to the appropriate committee, 
who reported, objecting to several clauses 
in it, which gave rise to much discussion and 
long delay; finally Congress adopted a reso- 
lution on Maren 2, 1821, providing for the 
ad ion of Missouri, on amending her 
Constitution in regard to the obnoxious 
clauses. f 

For this purpose Gov, McNair, convened a 

special session of the Legislature. It met on 
4, 1821, at st. Charles, 
f of Government having 
been transferred to that point in accordance 
with an act approved by the General Assen.- 
bly Hin- St. Charles as the capital from 
April 1, 1821, nntii Oct. 1, 1826... After a brief 
session the amendments proposed by Con- 
“ress were adopted, whereupon the Pres!- 
dent issued his proclamation of Aux. 10, 1821. 
deciaring the admission of; Missouri as the 
twenty-fourth State of the Union. 

In the latter part of 1826 Joha Thornton of 
Howard County, Robert Gory Watson of New 
Madrid. County, John. B. White of Pike 
County,. James Logan of Wayne County and 
Jesse B. Boon of ..ontgomerg Vounty were 
appointed Commissioners for the purpose of 
selecting a suitabie place for the location of 
the p anentseat of government for the 
State. The revised constitution of the state 
required that the capitol be located on the 
Missouri River and within forty miles of the 
mouth of the Osage River. 

he commissioners were allowed $4 per 

day.each as compensation during the time 
they were. engaged in selecting a location. 
Finally, they decided upon the spot now 
known as Jefferson Vity as the most fitting 
locality that answered all the provisions 
required, and a state buildiag was then 
erected on four sections of ground donated 
to the State of Missouri by the United States 
Government. The building erected was of 
brick,of cousiderable pretentions and large 
enough for the wants of the State. It was 
erected on precisely the same site on which 
the Governor’s mansion. sow. stands. This 
building remained the Capitol until about 
1884, when it was destroyed by fire, together 
with ali the archives of the State.
